ROBINS SEEN 
IN CHICAGO 


Missing 
Prohibitionist 
Re­ 
ported To Have Been In 
Illinois Metropolis. 


Washington, Sept. IO (AP).—With 
a host of theories and a scarcity of 
clues, federal agents joined in an in­ 
tensive search for Colonel Raymond 
Robins, 
prominent 
prohibitionist, 
who disappeared while presumably 
on his way to W ashington to keep 
and 
appointment 
with 
President 
Hoover. 
Attorney General Mitchell ordered 
186 special agents of the prohibition 
bureau into the hunt, because some 
believed Robins m ight have been 
kidnapped by bootleggers, against 
whom he had been active. How­ 
ever, there was nothing tangible, 
Mitchell said, to substantiate that 
theory. 
Prohibition 
officers 
immediately 
began investigating a report that a 
woman friend of the Robins family 
had seen the colonel in Chicago yes­ 
terday. Mrs. W. Requa Bryant said 
in Chicago that she had known 
Robins for twenty years and was 
“positive" the man she saw was the 
colonel. 
"He appeared distraught, and for 
that reason I didn’t speak to him," 
she said. 
The prohibition bureau, however, 
had not received a report from its 
Chicago agents and had nothing 
further to say. 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
justice department bureau of in­ 
vestigation, said if the question of 
ransom and interstate kidnapping 
entered the case his men would go 
to work. 
Prohibition agents here checked 
many angles of 
the 
case. They 
studied reports from Florida con­ 
cerning an alleged bootlegging con­ 
spiracy that Colonel Robins had un­ 
covered near his Brooksville (Flor­ 
ida) home. 
Mrs. Robins expressed 
fear that Florida bootleggers might 
have kidnapped or killed her hus­ 
band. 
Both Robins' friends in Flor­ 
ida said they did not know he had 
any enemies there. They discount­ 
ed reports that his prohibition ac­ 
tivities might have a bearing on the 
case. 


Fall Out of Plane Saves Passenger 
While Crash Brings Death to Three 


El Paso. Sept. IO (AP)—Survivor 
of a transport plane crash in the 
Guadalupe 
mountains 
in 
which 
three others were killed, George A. 
Davidson, of Richmond, California, 
was brought down here Friday after 
carried on 
a stretcher 
down the 
steep mountain side by seventeen 
men working in relays. 
W. J. (Bryant) Robbins, pilot of 
the American airways; Francis W. 
Briggs, co-pilot, and Victor Ellraan, 
of 
St. 
Louis, 
a passenger, were 
killed. 
Membersof the rescue party 
said the three were burned beyond 
recognition. 
Returning over another 
trail to the scene of the wreck, they 
hoped to be able to bring out the 
bodies. 
Davidson, a passenger, told Dr 
F. P. Miller he tumbled out as the 
ship broke in two and burst into 
flames. 
The others were trapped. 
Suffering 
from 
exposure 
with 
burns 
on 
face 
and 
hands 
and 
broken ribs, he was in a semistupor 
when rescuers reached him. 
Davidson rolled down a 100-foot 
cliff after he fell from the plane 
and remained stunned several hours* 
When he regained consciousness he 
walked two miles. Chilled by the 
cold night air of the m ountains 
he stopped and built a fire. 
He 
was found about 8 o’clock Thursday 
night. 
It was not until 9:30 a. rn. Friday 
that the rescue party succeeded in 
getting him down to the highway, 
where he was placed in an am ­ 
bulance and brought to a hospital 
in El Paso.

Frederick, Sept. IO (AP)—At the 
order of the mayor and aldermen of 
Frederick, the city water department 
Thursday shut off the water supply 
to Montevue hospital, the county 
home for the poor. 
The action, officials said, was ta­ 
ken because the Frederick county 
commissioners refused to pay a bill 
cf $400 for water supplied the insti­ 
tution during the last year. 
Officials of the home apparently 
were unworried, and they started to 
pump water from a huge spring on 
their proi>erty to supply the needs of 
their property, which houses about 
175 persons. 
The dispute dates back to the 
drought of 1930, when the city water 
supply became low and county au­ 
thorities granted ase of water from 
the spring on Montevue property. 
The county claims that as long as 
the city had sufficient water in its 
mountain storage dam, the county 
was to receive water free for Monte­ 
vue from the city mains, and when 
the mountain supply failed the city, 
the city was to have the right to 
use spring water at Montevue. 
The city charges that no such 
agreement was made and it fulfilled 
its obligation when it charged off 


the bill for 
$ 2 0 0 water service to 
Montevue during the drought period. 
It also points out it installed a fire 
hydrant at Montevue without ex­ 
pense to the county and laid a pipe 
to conduct water from the spring. 
Several weeks ago the county com­ 
missioners were served notice the 
city Intended to shut off the supply 
unless the bill was paid. At a meet­ 
ing Wednesday night the board of 
Aldermen instructed the water de­ 
partment to serve notice Thursday 
morning the supply would be cut of 
Thursday afternoon. 
Mayor Elmer P. Munshower said 
the action was the only step that 
could be taken to collect back water 
rents.
